IN SENATE. 

Thursday, Feb. 24, 1848. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by the Rev. 
Dr. Watekmax, of the Methodist Church. 

The reading of the Journal was dispensed with. \ 
Mr. \Y ALKER moved to re-consider the vote re- ] 
jecting a bill to amend the road law of Knox county; 
carried. 

The bill was then passed. 

A message from the House, by the Clerk, announ- 
cing the passage of certain bills. See. 

On motion of Mr. BRADLEY, the Senator from 
Mason, (Mr. McMillan,) was added to the committee 
on Enrollments. 

Leave was granted to Mr. SWOPE, to bring in a 
bill for the benefit of Samuel Adams and others;

Mr. JAMES moved to amend the bill, by adding 
a section for the benefit of Feliciana, in Graves 
county; adopted. The bill was then passed. 

Mr. HARDIN, from the same committee — a bill 
from the House for the benefit of Win. H. Curtis, 
of Monroe county; read and passed. 

Also, a bill from the House lor the benefit of Ju- 
liana Dixon Thcmasson; read and passed. 

Also, a hill to emend the charter of the town of 
Newport; read ar.d passed. 

Also, a bill supplementary to an act to extend the 
jurisdiction of tbe Police Jedge of Hopkinsville, 
approved February 1848; read and passed. 

Also, a bill to repeal an act concerning slaves, 
approved February 21st 184G; read and passed. 

Air. WALKER, from the committee on Proposi- 
tions and Grievances — a bill lor the benefit of the 
town of Winchester; read and passed. 

Also, a bill lor the benefit of Thomas Gardner of 
Bourbon county; read and passed. 

Also, a bill lor the benefit ol Burnley D. Smith, of 
Todd county; allowing him to import a slave. 

Air. ENGLISH moved to amend, by adding a sec- 
tion allowing George E. Cook, of Trimble county, 
to import live slaves; adopted. 

Mr. JAMES moved to amend, by adding a section 
.allowing John F. Caldwell, of Hickman county, to 
import six slaves. 

Mr. SWOPE moved to lay the bill and amend- 
ments on the table, the yeas and nays being called, 
stood: Yeas 15 Nays 14; so tbe motion prevailed. 

Air. PATTERSON moved to re-consider the vote, 
laying the above bill on the table; carried. 

Mr. ENGLISH moved to re-consider the vote, 
adopting his amendment; carried. He then with- 
drew his amendment. 

The original bill was then read and passed. 

Also, a bill Irom the House for the benefit of Geo. 
W. Boyd. Brury W. Taylor and Isham Jones, allow- 
ing each of them to import a slave, with tbe opinion 
that it should not pass. 

The question being on reading the bill a third 
time, was decided in the affirmative. 

Also, against the petition of George E. Cook of 
Trimble, asking to import five slaves. 

Mr. ENGLISH explained the object and reasons 
cf the petitioner in desiring to import these slaves, 
and moved to reverse the decision of tbe committee 
and instruct ike committee to report a bill; motion 
lost, and opinion of tbe committee concurred in. 

Also, a bill from the House to extend the bounda- 
ries of tbe town of Cadiz; read and passed. 

Also, a bill from the House tc amend the Trustee 
law ot the town of London: read end passed. 

Also.t bill from the House for the benefit of Jos. 
WillU Hamilton, with the opinion that it should not 
pass; concurred ic. 

Also, a bill from the House for the benefit of 
Elijah Hansbrough, of Hardin county, allowing him 
to import a 6lave, with the opinion that it should 
not pass: the question being on the passage of the 
bill, it was decided in tue affirmative. 

Mr. JAMES laid before tbe Senate -the report of 
the Commissioners appointed to settle with Shackle- 
ford end Pullen. The report was read and then 
withdrawn by Air. James to report it to the House. 

A message was received from the Governor mak- 
ing certain .Military appointments; rule dispensed 
with requiring the message to lie on the table one 
day, and the nominations then confirmed. 

A written communication Irom Senator RICE was 
laid before the Senate by Air.
